The free nations often are at 
odds — as, for example, are 
France and the United States and 
Great. Britain on negotiations 
with Russia. 


Awkward Lack 


This awkward lack of unity wel- 
comes undoubted differences be- 
tween the Soviets and the Red 
Chinese. That they exist is un- 
questioned. But, nonetheless, the | 
hopeful would do well to curb ex- 
cesses of wishful thinking. But 
we can watch developments, with 
hope. (Would it not be odd if, 
say five years from now, the 
Russians and the West were al- 
lied against China?) 


For, it is not really the bombs 
which most disturb us. It is the 
over-all military and economic po- 
tential of communism. We are not 
to be undone at home by spies, 
fellow travelers or their kind. 
These we can handle. It is armed 
communism whose industrial out- 
put is rising, which confronts us 
in the world. We cannot overcome 
or contain it with arms alone. 


The geographic expansion of 
communism strains credulity. In 
early 1949 the Soviets controlled 
the vast expanse of the USSR, 
plus the central European satel- 
lites acquired after the war with 
cynical, ruthlessly shrewd ma- 
chinations. (It is not exactly cheer- 
ing to look at the map and see that 
western Europe actually is a 
large, erratically formed and 
shaped peninsula of the huge land 
mass which includes all of Rus- 
sia, China, India and the many 
other smaller appendages. ) 


In 1949 Mao Tse-tung confound- 
ed history ‘and Joseph Stalin, 
who had made a treaty with 
Chiang after the second world 
war ended) and conquered China. 
At once the Communist area and 
the enormous strength which is 
bound up in people and materials 
were more than doubled. This is 
the power behind the bombs. The 
population of China is now close 
to 700,000,000. It is in the hands of 
men to whom the meaning of rev- 
olution is conquest. 


Average Income 


In Russia the average cash in- 
come is now around $900. In China 
it is less than $50. This helps ex- 
plain the fever of the Sino revo- 
lution. The more Soviet income 
increases, the more determined 
will its leaders be to push their 
Marxist fervor by means other 
than war. 


The Chinese attitude was one 
of the several reasons why Stalin's 
mummy was removed from the 
tomb. If the Chinese were deter- 
mined to preach, and act, Stalin- 
ism, then it would not do to have 
Stalin’s body side-by-side in hon- 
or with Lenin’s. Stalinism now is 
equated with murder and nerson- 
al unworthiness. Khrushchev, in 
effect, put this symbol on Mao's 
back. 


The greatest danger to Mos- 
cow's basic strength lies in the 
possibility of a real, hostile break 
by the Chinese. It is on develop- 
ments in this field that much of 
the world waits with a sort of 
breathlessness. 


And for the United States? 


We face two very grave 
dangers. 


One is that the NATO alliance 
should be broken by the with- 
drawal of France — or any other 
member. ‘Or, more disastrous, 
the decline of the French Bov- 
ernment into chaos. ) 


The second is the refusal of this 
country’s business and political 
community to understand the ulti- 
mate meaning of the Common 
Market. Failure here could hurt 
us as much as a nuclear bomb.

road with the Democrats, it isn’t likely to 
win any elections, or to serve the coun- 
trv well if it does. 

Seuthern conservatives in particular 
already have plentiful supply of elected 
spokesmen among the Democrats (despite 
Mr. Millet’s remarkable complaint that 
“Southern Democrats don’t vote with us 
more than 25 per cent of the time” in 
Congress. That seems a bit too much to 
us). 

This means the Republicans are go- 
ing to have to do some tall fixing if they 
make good their intent to fix the GOP in 
Southern minds as “the only conserva- 
tive party.” 

We hope never to see the kind of one- 
wing party pictured at the Atlanta GOP 
meeting. Conservatism has its place and 
so does liberalism. But this is a broad 
land and a complex people, and a political 
philosophy that expects to rule it well 
must also be broad, and balanced.

Weak Superintendents 
Harm School Program 


The State Board of Education has 
joined the GEA and the school superin- 
tendents association in urging tightening 
qualifications for school superintendents 
in Georgia. Overdue legislation to accom- 
plish this purpose will be sponsored by 
the’ board, with the backing of those in- 
terested in upgrading quality of educa- 
tion in the state. 

The board said the present law, 
adopted in 1919, is so obsolete it can no 
longer be administered. There are 81 
school systems not accredited by the re- 
gional accrediting commission because 
their superintendents do not have mas- 
ters degrees. Thirteen do not have even 
a bachelors degree. Almost any political 
hack can run for the office under the 
elective system. 

If we must continue electing super- 
intendents in a majority of systems, there 
should be standards to assure they at 
least have some knowledge of education 
and its administration.

Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, seeing that the legislators meant business, 
jumped in front of the parade. He proposed a generally excellent 
program, along lines the committee had been considering, to set up a 
budget bureau to assist the governor; to abolish the contingent or 
‘“‘wishbone”’ section of the appropriations bill which gives a governor 
vast control and option over spending of the near-$50 million sur- 
plus, and to reduce the governor instead to ‘a mere emergency fund 
of only one per cent of the state appropriation which would be just 


$4 million at present. 


We think $4 million is a little too tight, but we agree that some 
reasonable legislative lid should be clamped on the governor’s power 


to spend the surplus millions. 


Onto this delicate political scene stole Marvin Griffin, on tiptoe.

“No governor wants, or should want, a large surplus, It is too 
difficult to keep the demanders beat off,’ said Griffin who, as gover- 
nor, was not known either for resisting his control of a large sur- 
plus, or for beating off demanders ruthlessly. 

But while he said no governor wants all that money power, he 
didn’t say anything about relieving a governor of the unwelcome 


burden. 


As a matter of fact, his only elaboration tended in the opposite 
direction. He said: “However, sometimes if there were not a com- 


fortable surplus, improvements . . 


. would not have been possible.’’ 


The legislature seems increasingly to believe it can make some 
improvements too if it can only get some of that comfortable sur- 
plus out of the hands of governors. It, too, would like to get credit 
for raising the teachers sometime. With a session coming on, po- 
litical observers will therefore watch with interest to see how 
Byrd's position and Griffin's nonposition develop, since it is reported 
that neither would resist a draft for the governorship.

on giving minority groups a 
right to compete for .all jobs.

He urged parents and teach- 
ers to encourage students to 
take definite steps in prepara- 
tion for technical training at the 
high school and college level so 
they can make a _ countribution 
to the New Frontier.

Victim of Diabetes 


Can Have Normal Life

“When I was told I had dia- 
betes." a woman reader writes, 
“] thought it was the end—that I 
was doomed. 


“T joined the diabetes society— 
and the first meeting I went to, 
I thought I'd made a mistake and 
was in the wrong place. Every- 
body looked so normal and 
healthy. I thought they'd all look 


sickly, the way | felt 1 must look. 


“T soon found out I was in the 
right place, and what a differ- 
ence it has made to me!” 


For years there have been 
chapters of the American Dia- 
betes Association, made up of 
doctors and others in the health 
field. Rather recently. lay so- 
cieties have been formed as com- 
panion groups, composed of peo- 
ple who have diabetes or of those 
interested in controlling this dis- 
ease. 


As some other causes of death 
have declined in importance, dia- 
betes has been rising, and it now 
ranks among the top 10.
